There is just one way to make 
your cakes rise high and keep an 
even surface. 
Have your oven 
moderate at first, until the cake ii 
fully rizen; then increase the heat 
so as to brown it over quickly! 
Extreme heat stiffens the dough! 
If you stiffen the outside of the 
cake before the rising is complete, 
you stop the rising process. Then 
the leavening gas, forming inside 
will bulge up the center, where 
the dough is still soft, and spoil 
the shape of the cake.

N ot p.—Biscuits

This is lionise the cut surfaces of th* 
dough do not sear over, but rather 
leave the Yxjres open, allowing ti * 
leavening gas to escape and the heat to 
penetrate readily.

score ut complaints come to tne state 
my commission every day regarding 
what constitutes a personal property 
offset to the income tax. 
The income 
tax law provides that if a person or 
corporation has paid a personal pro­ 
perty tax, say for the year 1912, the 
receipt for such tax may he present­ 
ed to the tax collector iii payment or 
income taxes which have become due 
in said year. 
So many inquiries are 
coining in that the tax commission 
has laid down a general rule on the 
subject. 
“The personal property tax m ust 
be asssessed against the same indi­ 
vidual, corporation 
or partnership, 
that is assessed for an income tax in j 
order to be able to avail himelf of 
the offset,’’ declared Nils P. Haugen, 
chairman of the state tax commission 
today. 
"An individual partner can­ 
not use his personal property receipt 
as an offset against income tax part­ 
nership, nor can a personal property 
tax partnership be used as an off- 
Hi*t in payment of the income tax of 
an individual partner.’’ 
Iii a num ber of cases the parties 
making out the income tax did not 
understand the law 
and 
certified 
larger receipts than they should. The 
legislature will be asked to pass a 
l aw, applicable to the income tax for 
last year only, permitting the com­ 
mission to give the individual cred­ 
it on next year’s taxes for any over­ 
payments which he may have made 
this year. 
While 
these 
mistakes 
should be corrected this year the 
commission does not believe th at the 
law should be made p erm anent as 
this would only lead to continual neg­ 
ligence on the part of the taxpayers. 
The commission contends that as the 
result of one year’s operation of the 
law, the lYeople will understand the 
law sufficiently so that no la wallow- 
law- sufficiently so that no law allow­ 
ing “ future credit," should apply 
to 
more than the first y ear’s collections. 
A case was brought to the aeten- 
tion of the commission recently by 
the Token Creek Creamery company 
of Token f’reek. where the creamery 
certified all of the amounts that had 
been paid to the patrons who brought 
milk to the factory as "income." The 
factory contends th a t 
the 
amount 
paid the patrons was income to the 
j patrons, taxable under the law, and 
not to the creamery company. Many 
other similar instances of this kind, 
involving small amounts, have aris­ 
en.
